Co. and the money it owes on notes guaranteed by the County; also 
that the Wyoming Valley Paper Co. will purchase the Groveton Paper 
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Co. and take over all obligations to the County if a further loan of 
$180,000. for pulp wood operations can be arranged by the County, 
Questions were asked by Mr. Converse and Mr. Kelsea. Remarks were 
made by State Fiscal Agent Stephen Story, Mr. Paine, Mr. Hinman, Mr. 
Kelsea, Mr. Keough, Mr. Noyes, and Mr. Smith. 


Mr. Paine made a motion, which was seconded by Mr. Converse, 
_ that the present indebtedness to Coos County of the Groveton Paper 
Co., Odell Mfg. Co., and Coos Realty Co. be transferred to the newly 
incorporated Groveton Papers Co., Inc. when suitable security is fur- 
nished to the committee selected by the delegation. On a roll call every 
member present voted Yes and motion was carried. 


Mrs. Christianson made a motion, seconded by Clarence Smith, 
that a Committee be nominated from the floor consisting of five mem- 
bers of the Delegation and the sixth member to be the chairman, Mr. 
Hinman, to confer with James Wemyss about the contract between the 
County and the Wyoming Valley Paper Co. Motion carried.

Mr. Converse made the motion, seconded by Mr. Bisson, that the 
Committee elected by the Delegation shall bring before the Delegation 
Thursday, August 8, for its final approval, the tentative contracts and 
agreements which are mutually agreeable tothe new Groveton Papers 
Co., Inc. and this Committee. Motion carried unanimously. 


Mr. Stevens, County Farm Superintendent, at this time told the 
Delegation about two desirable wood lots adjacent to County Farm 
properties, one priced at $1500. and the other at $500. 


Mr. Paine made the motion, seconded by Mr. Kelsea, that A. F. 
Thompson, County Fiscal Agent, be empowered to buy these lots, the 
Cross estate farm at a price not to exceed $1500. and the Scott lot in 
Clarksville at a price not to exceed $500. Motion carried. 


Mr. James Wemyss appeared before the delegation and explained 
his attitude in the sale of the Groveton Paper Co.. 


By vote of the Delegation, the date of the Committee’s report to 
the Delegation was advanced ftom August 8 to August 6.

Mr. Converse read the report of the Delegation Committee which 
met with James Wemyss Saturday, August 3, also the agreement which 
was entered into by the Committee and Mr. Wemyss. 


The Committee, composed of Mr. Keough, Mr. Hinman, Mr. Con- 
verse, Mr. Kelsea, Mr. Jackson and Mr. Ramsey, filed the following report 
and agreement: | 


ib Agreement drawn up August 3, 1940, at Northumberland, 
N. H. Present as a committee from the Coos County Dele- 
gation the following members: Hinman, Converse, Jackson, 
Kelsea, Keough, Ramsey; also present James S. Wemyss of 
the Wyoming Valley Paper Co. 


Il. It wasrepresented to the Committee that the assessed value 
of the real estate of the Groveton Paper Co. and its allied 
companies was approximately $1,500,000. of which the plant 
was $1,250,000. and the wood lots and houses was $250,000. 


Ill. First, Mr. Wemyss agreed to buy up the stock of the Grove- 
ton Paper Co. free and clear, and to clean up all outstand- 
ing liens of the company to include all taxes due at the 
present time. 


IV. Second, to give Coos County a first mortgage of all the 
real property of the Groveton Papers Company, Inc. in the 
amount of $570,000.00, this to be in the ordinary New Hamp- 
shire form of mortgage and note. 


V. Third, the note to be paid back in 10 equal yearly payments 
with interest at three per cent, and further agrees to raise 
the interest rate if and when conditions become such that 
the County is obliged to pay a higher rate of interest on 
the sum it has borrowed to assist said Groveton Paper Co. 


VI. The Committee recommend to the Delegation that the 
County does agree to accept this $570,000.00 mortgage, also 
in addition advance $180,C00.00 if requested, this to be done 
in the same manner that similar wood cutting contracts 
are made at present, thereby not conflicting with the consti- 
tutional laws of New Hampshire, and to be identical with 
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the same procedure as the present Brown Co. and City of 
Berlin contract. There may be some necessary deviation in 
order to clear up any legal situation. 


Vil. As Mr. Wemyss takes in the pulp wood he will pay for it, 
and agrees to keep on hand enough pulp wood to actually 
cover the indebtedness. This phase of the agreement to 
run ten years if necessary. 


VIIL. It is also fully understood that any of this pulp wood fund 
of $180,000.00 which may be used is to be used entirely cn 
the new pulp wood operations, and none of it shall be used 
on paying up any of the old operations or liabilities. 


IX. That in the administration of the $180,000. probable loan 
the County Delegation is to be represented as it shall see 
fit by the Committee selected on August 2, 1940, to tring 
in an agreement with Mr. Wemyss up to the consummation 
of the contract. 


There was much discussion and many questions were asked. 


Mr. Willis made a motion, seconded by Mr. Emerson, that the 
report and agreement here given, be accepted with the exception of the 
last paragraph No. IX. Ona roll call the following voted Yes: Barden, 
Hinchey, Mason, Montminy, Palmer, Clarence Smith, Trottier, Bisson, 
Christianson, Ramsay, Bixby, Laforce, Gagnon, Congdon, Kelsea, Jack- 
son, Emerson, Stiles, Keough, Willis, Cryan, Hartford, Marshall, Rowden, 
Converse, Boothman, Phelan, Noyes, Hinman and McIntire.

cutting contracts. Said bonds shall be dated October 1, 

1940, and be payable $57,000 on October 1, in each of the 

years 1941 to 1950 inclusive. They shall be signed by the 

Fiscal Agent, countersigned by the Treasurer and registered 

by the Clerk of Court. 

After much discussion a motion to adopt the resolution was made 
by H. Smith, seconded by Willis. A roll call was held and the follow- 
ing nine voted YES: Mason, H. Smith, Trottier, Congdon, Jackson, Willis, 
Marshall, Boothman, McIntire.

After some discussion, Mr. Kelsea withdrew his 
resolution and motion, and Mr. Bergeron explained that a law suit 
against the City of Berlin by the old Groveton Paper Co. was still on 
the docket for damages against the Company caused by withdrawal of 
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water from the Ammonoosuc River by the Berlin Water System, also 
that in view of the fact that the Berlin members of the Delegation would 
vote funds to aid the Groveton Co., they in turn should dismiss the suit, 
because it had been said the damages had been too small to make trial 
of the suit feasible. 


Remarks were made by Attorneys Upton, Jacobs, Keough and 
Bergeron, Mayor Tondreau of Berlin, and many members of the Dele- 
gation. 


Mrs. Christianson made a motion, seconded by Hinchey, to re- 
cess the meeting to October 23 to allow an agreement to be reached by 
the Groveton Co. and the City of Berlin.

In obedience to the laws of our State, I present the annual reports 
of the various county officers for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1940. 


My appointment expires April 1, 1941, and I feel it an appropriate 
time to give you a brief resume of my stewardship. 


The financial status of the County today is in much better condi- 
tion than it was two years ago, and I| refer you to our last low borrowing 
net rate of interest, .59%, which I understand is the lowest rate in Coos 
County history. Also, I herewith present a comparative financial report 


for the years 1938, 1939 and 1940. 
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You will note a reduction in the net debt of $88,507.65 in actual 
money, and no taxpayer in your county can advance any sound reason 
to dispute these figures which are a matter of record, certified to by 
duly-elected officers of unquestionable integrity whom we recognize in 
Clerk of Superior Court Fred C. Cleaveland, Municipal Court Judge 
Robert Rich, and Assistant Cashier of the Berlin City National Bank
